The United States and six other members at the "Gold Pod" 


were reliably reported to have agreed upon a new way to make 
the pool a more formal institution for stabilizing gold markets 
and supplying it with vast resources. Tl*e members, it was un- 
derstood, will deposit large amounts of their gold with the pool. 
In return they will receive a sort of "bankbook" amounting to 
a claim on the pool's assets, whether gold or dollars. This 
claim will count in the nations' reserves, just as the deposited 
gold had counted previously. 


The congressional drive for adjournment hit a surprise snag 


when the house rejected a compromise $3.3 billion foreign aid 
appropriati on. Wittin hours, House and Senate negotiators agreed 
on a new foreign aid package, slicing another 920 million from 
what already was the lowest money figure in the program's 
stormy 20-year history. 


Rep. Wilbur Mills, D-Ark., chairman of the House ways and

Greece's military government was reported to be entrenched 


more strongly than ever inthe wake of what was termed the fiasco 
of King Constantino's attempted counter-coup against the colonels 
who seized power last April 21. Col. George Fapadopoulos, 
premier and defense minister of the military government, called 
a news conference to give an official outline of the 17 hours of 
drama that ended with the king's flight into exile with his family. 
The last evidences of a potential civil war in the country were 
said to have vanished. 


The Soviet Vietnamese armed forces suffered their heaviest 


death toll of the year last week. A total of 380 men were said 
to have been killed, 864 wounded and 59 listed as missing. 
The weekly summary disclosed also that 194 American and 21 
Allied servicemen were killed in action,

"K is with much regret that 


I have come to this decision," 
said Pearson in a resignation 
letter to Sen. John Nichol, 
President of the Liberal Fed. 
eration of Canada. "But I am 
convinced it Is right." 


Pearson's retirement was not 


unexpected, although his timing 
caught Ottawa by surprise, He 
announced his decision 
at a 


news conference here. 


In recent weeks, Pearson has

power in a military coup April 
21, said Greece would continue 
to be a "constitutional monar. 
chy," but with a regent instead 
of a king. 


Appointed as regent was Lt. 


Gen. George Zoitakis, a relative 
unknown with no royal blood. 


In a broadcast, Papadopoulos 


told the nation: "The antination-

conspiracy 
has

crushed. The conspirators have 
been ousted." 


Then an Athens broadcast for 


the first time told the nation of 
eight million that the king had 
fled to Rome. 


The military regime was re. 


ported strengthening its hold on 
the nation by arresting officers 
believed to be monarchists, and 


conservative 
politicians. At 


least three generals who came 
out for the king were known to 
be in custody. 


In an apparent attempt to

Major Step in Creation of Life

STANFORD, Calif. (AP) — 


Biochemists said Thursday they 
had synthesized an active virus 
— in a major step that could 
lead to creation of life itself. 


Dr. Arthur Kornberg, head of 


Stanford University's depart, 
ir.ent of biochemistry, and Dr. 
Mehran Goulian, former Stan- 
ford postdoctoral fellow now at 
the University of Chicago, said 
they had produced in a test tube 
for the first time a fully active 
DNA virus. 


Dr. Kornberg called the man. 


made virus biologically active- 
meaning that it can produce 
certain specific reactions—but 
he would not say that It is living 
matter. 


In Washington, Dr. James A. 


Shannon, director of the Nation- 
al Institutes of Health, which 
has been the key financial sup. 
porter of Kornberg's work, said 
the achievement "unquestion. 
ably will stand as one of the 
great landmarks of research in 
the life sciences." 


He said the new development 


has great potential to help solve 
a number of difficult and press, 
ing national health problems, 
particularly certain forms of 
cancer that may be caused by 
viruses, and possibly diseases of 
genetic origin. 


A virus is a protein bag con. 


taining a coiled thread or 
threads of nucleic acids, the es. 
sence of life. Viruses cause nu- 
merous diseases in men, plants 
and animals, but many others 
do not. 


DNA— deoxyrlbonucleic acid 


— is the basic hereditary mate, 
rial found in every living cell. 
When, in feeding, a cell absorbs 
a virus containing DNA, the vir. 
al nucleic acids can take control 
of the cell's own DNA, which 
then starts producing more vi- 
ruses Instead of taking care of 
its cell functions. Sometimes it 
makes so many viruses that it 
bursts. 


The Stanford team used as a 


template or pattern the single- 
thread DNA of a dwarf virus, 
PHI X 174, that Infects and de. 
stroys a type of bacteria called 
E. coll in the human intestinal 
tract. Neither the virus nor the 
microbe is known to cause dis- 
ease. 


Dr. Robert L. Slnsheimer of 


Cal Tech discovered PHI X In 
1959, the same year Dr. Korn. 
berg won a Nobel Prize for 
making DNA in a test tube out 
of a mixture of inert chemicals.

Dr. Slnsheimer said, "First, 


the research determined that 
there are two enzymes, DNA po. 
lymerase and DNA ligase, that 
carry out what we know to be 
the first step in the infective 
process in nature." 


"Second, 
considering that 


there are 5,500 nucleotides— ge- 
netic compounds—in the viral 
DNA, the work also demonstrat 
ed that the copying of the DNA 
blueprint in the test tube must 
have been very good. There 
could not have been many mis. 
takes."

Legislators Propose Jumping 
Sales Tax One Per Cent 


HARRISBURG (AP) — A S156 


million package pegged to a 1 
per cent increase in the 5 per 
cent sales tax through the next 
18 months emerged Thursday as 
the latest plan to end the state's 
half-year financial impasse. 


The proposal to jump the sales 


tax to 6 per cent until July 1, 
1969, was submitted to the House 
floor late Thursday evening. It 
replaced a plan to extend the 
sales tax to trade-in values. 


"We1 re as good as we've ever 


been or ever will be," House 
Speaker Kenneth B. Lee, R-Sul- 
livan, said after the proposal 
was placed in position for a final 
vote. 


Minority Democrats immedi- 


ately caucused on the package 
but made no committment, ac- 
cording to floor leader Herbert 
Fineman, D-Philadelphia. 


"We're going to take it up 


again in the morning," he said. 


The 1 per cent boost in the 


sales tax, at$56.2 millionfor the 
remainder of the fiscal year, 
was the biggest money raiser 
in the package. 


The entire plan was drafted 


by Republicans in an attempt 
to resolve the Shafer Admin. 
Istration's total fiscal dilemma, 
rather than accept a partial 
settlement drafted two weeks 
ago by the leaderships of both 
sides. 


The new package included 


five measures contained In the 
$104 
million leadership com- 


promise and revived three pre- 
viously unacceptable proposals 
to replace proposed levies on 
trade-ins and tobacco products 
other than cigarettes.

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River Encroachment 


The control of the Allegheny River 


by the Kinzua Dam as it was dem- 
onstrated this past summer may 
have created a false confidence that 
will be a matter of concern at some 
time in the future. 
A flood that 


ravished the upriver city of Sala- 
manca was passed through Warren 
without ever bringing the river up 
to a really threatening level. 


Flood plains that would have stood 


three or four feet deep in muddy 
water before the dam was in opera- 
tion remained dry and well above 
the level of the rushing water. Thus 
giving the impression that this for- 
merly useless land could now be 
used for both residential and indus- 
trial purposes. 


This is far from being a fact. 


For while the "Salamanca" flood 
came close to being a flood of rec- 
ord, it wasn't. And it came along 
at a time when the dam was being 
drawn down to accommodate some 
"in dam" construction work. Other- 
wise, dam officials may have found 
it impossible to contain the tre - 
mendous inflow and conditions down- 
stream from the dam would have 
been far different than they were. 


As far back as 1961, engineers 


were warning that once the dam was 
in operation there would be a ten- 
dency for land use to move in on 
the flood plains. And they predict- 
ed that this infringement would gain 
momentum once a threatening flood 
had been held within bounds. They 


also predicted that if such land 
use of the flood plains went un - 
checked it would eventually be re- 
sponsible for huge property losses. 


While pointing out that the Kinzua 


Dam was designed to contain any 
flood of record and release the wa- 
ter downstream without flooding, 
they also pointed out that absolute 
control of flood threats would de- 
pend 
on the 
frequency 
of such 


threats and the amount of water im- 
pounded in the dam at the time. They 
said that for this reason all use of 
the lower flood plains below the 
dam should be closely controlled. 


At that time we didn't have any 


county agency that could regulate 
or enforce controlling measures. 
Since that time the Warren County 
Planning and zoning office has been 
established and is in a position to 
prevent encroachment on flood plain 
lands. 
If the needed regulations 


are not a part of the county's mas- 
ter plan, they should be. The al- 
lowable uses of flood plain lands 
should be limited to agriculture, 
recreation.wildlife sanctuaries .for- 
estry, utility right - of - ways, and 
parts of residential lots on which 
no buildings are constructed. 


However, we can't expect 
the 


planning office to shoulder all of 
the responsibility for keeping the 
flood plains free of encroachment. 
We must rely heavily on the alert- 
ness and persistence of interested 
citizen's groups.

even the presidency. 


On the assumption that he Is 


thinking solely about a writiflt 
career, this article in Foreign 
Affairs suggests that he has a 
promising but limited future. 
He is not snappy enough for Life, 
Look or Esquire, but the tone 
is just right for Bob Manning 
at the Atlantic or Willie Mor. 
ris at Harpers. The question 
is whether he would find a life 
of lonely scribbling very exciU 
ing. 


On the other assumption, that 


he is thinking about continuing 
his political career in another 
place, the shape and spirit of 
this article is more promising. 
In fact, his observations on 
"policy and the people" are 
almost a model of presidential 
or Wllsonian prose, not to men. 


tion being good politics, 


In the flrst place, he has writ- 


ten 3,000 words without ever 
using the word Vietnam. This 
sets him apart at once from all 
other writters and politicians .n 
the land.

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He is critical of our lack of 


clear object-ves and effective 
procedures for policy making in 
foreign affairs. Two things have 
been lacking, he observes: a 
new concept of relations be- 
tween nations, and a framework 
of order in which the aspira- 
tions of humanity can be peace, 
fully realized and in which 60 
new nations can find their plac- 
es.

In short, 
he is driving his stake on the 
middle ground, where presi- 
dential elections must be won, 
and above every thing, Leis call. 
ing for wide and philosophic ap- 
proaches to our problems, 


"The deepest problem before 


America is moral or psycholo- 
gical," he writes. "Since much 
of the current uneasiness re- 
fleets a search less for solu. 
tions than for meaning, reme- 
dies depend for their effective- 
ness on the philosophy or values 
which inspire them.,. 


"A democracy, to be vital, 


must be able to mobilize the 
moral energies of its people...

Pinpointed by Smuggling 


WASHINGTON-How badly the Organization of 


American States needs an overhaul was indi- 
cated by a whiskey-smuggling deal which took 
place just before the historic Summit Confer- 
ence of Pan-American presidents. 


When President Johnson flew to Uruguay for 


the meeting, the OAS also flew 150 staff mem- 
bers down to help handle the meeting. Since 
only 20 presidents were conferring, the dis- 
patch of 150 staff members seemed unneces- 
sary; and when they arrived, they found them- 
selves with almost nothing to do. 


However, before the OAS staff 


left Kennedy Airport, each was 
instructed to buy three bottles 
of scotch at the tax-free airport 
liquor store. It was explained 
that when they got to Uruguay 
the OAS would give a reception 
and the Scotch was needed for 
that purpose. 


Four hundred and fifty bottles 


of scotch, therefore, were taken 
Anderson 


into Uruguay duty free. How- 
ever, the cocktail party was never held. Pre- 
sumably the 450 bottles of Scotch were sold on 
the black market. Who got the profit remains a 
mystery. 
The incident highlights the corruption now be- 


mg revealed in the Organization of American 
States. It has long been riddled with both bu- 
reaucracy and graft. 
Its staff has risen to 


1 057 members, permanent or on contract, most 
of them drawing tax-free salaries, two-thirds 
paid by the United States. The much-criticized 
"Colossus of the North" pays 66 per cent of the 
OAS upkeep but has little to say about its ad. 
ministration. 


This week the OAS suspended Julio E. Ban. 


zas, director of the Argentine office, for the 
"apparent misuse" of 30 million pesos for the 
Alliance for Progress. It also transferred Jose 
Salinas, the director of the Costa Rican office, 
for "incurring a series of overdrafts." 


Meanwhile, some Latin American diplomats 


have been blasting the State Department be. 
cause it has backed ex.President Galo Plaza 
Lasso of Ecuador to be Secretary-General. Galo 
Plaza comes from the country which has been 
the bitterest Pan-American critic of the United 
States and which kicked out our ambassador last 
October. Despite this, the State Department had 
picked Galo Plaza as the most experienced, as 
a result of his long experience for the United 
Nations in Cyprus, the Congo, and Lebanon.

The Post Office Department has won the first 


round in a suit brought against its Christmas 
stamp because the stamp features a "missal" 
or Catholic worship book. 


The suit was brought by Americans United 


for Separation of Church and State on the ground 


that the Christmas stamp was actually a "Ro- 
man Catholic depiction." 
U.S. District Judge Alexander Holtzoff, a Jew 


acting as an intermediary between Protestants 
and Catholics, ruled in favor of Catholic Post- 
master General Larry O'Brien. The Protestant 
organization is now appealing. In 1965 the same 
Americans United for Separation of Church and 
State protested against a stamp memorializing 
the Salvation Army, which is Protestant. 


"Honest John" Stennis, the deep-voiced Sena. 


tor from Mississippi, has been busy explaining 
to Senate colleagues that he's not investigating 
their income taxes. Some Senators were per- 
turbed when they read in the Federal Register 
that the White House had given the Senate Ethics 
Committee, under Sen. Stennis, authority to in. 
spect tax returns. They wondered what their 
colleague from Mississippi was up to. 


Stennis has been explaining that all he wanted 


was the right to examine returns of Sen. Ed 
Long of Missouri, whose law practice is under 
investigation. 


He was furious when his request to examine 


Long's returns was published in the Federal 
Register. Senators, however, were even more 
furious-until they received Stennis's apology. 


President Johnson is now pinning his most 


important hopes for peace on U.S. Ambassador 
Ellsworth Bunker In Saigon. Without any fan. 
fare, Bunker has been working with new South 
Vietnam leaders to explore peace possibilities. 


What Bunker is banking on is the fact that al- 


most every South Vietnamese leader has rela. 
tives in the North. Vice President Ky came from 
the North originally. So did many other of the 
South Vietnamese leaders. They fled south after 
the French departed. Thus they probably have 
a better chance of opening up peace talks than 
any 
diplomat 
at the U.N., Parts, Warsaw, 


or Washington. 


Ambassador Bunker has made a deeper im- 


pression on President Johnson than any previous 
diplomat in Southeast Asia. He is resourceful, 
reliable, inspires confidence. He is not kept 
on short leash by the State Department, but 
given the widest latitude. 


Former head of a sugar refinery, Bunker was 


brought into diplomacy late in life by his old 
classmate, Dean Acheson, then Secretary of 
State. Bunker first filled the difficult Job of 
U.S. ambassador to Argentina when Dictator 
Peron was causing trouble; went on to India, 
another trouble spot; then to turbulent Indo- 
nesia; 
then was given the tough assignment 


of bringing order to the revolt-torn Dominican 
Republic. 
At the age of 73 he married Carol Laise, the 


U.S, ambassador to Nepal, "It was my hard. 
est diplomatic negotiation," Bunker told this 
column.

(2) Give your house an annual 


checkup so you can anticipate 
trouble and slash repair costs. 
Winter can cause subtle dam age 
to a house. You should peri- 
odlcally check your gutter s.win. 
dow sills, drains, etc., to find 
damage Before it becomes ex- 
tensive. 


(3) Hold off on calling a re- 


pair man until you have tried 
the repair yourself. "Take a 
leaking boiler or radiator," 
says Creighton. "Nine times 
out of 10 they can be repaired 
with the right sealer, which you 
can buy in any hardware store. 
If the housewife finds she can- 
not do it, then she can give up 
and blow $30 on the plumber." 


(4) Take advantage of 
the 


knowledge of any experienced 
owner of a hardware store; he 
is selling service as well as 
products. Let him help you to 
train yourself to handle minor 
repairs and thereby to save 
substantial sums on repair bills 
each year*

Team Effort Earns Solid 
Win over Strong Warriors 


Embarrassing Situation 


I never thought I'd live to see the day when 


federal agencies could be too darn cooperative, 
but I have. 
Both the U.S. Fish and Wildlife 


Service (Bureau of Sports Fisheries and Wild- 
life) and the Army Corps of Engineers have 
responded to a problem with such speed that I 
find myself placed in a highly embarrassing po- 
sition. 
It all started when I became concerned about a 


locked gate that had been placed across the ac- 
cess road to the tailwaters of the Kinzua Dam 
on the Hemlock side of the river. 
This area 


had established itself as one of the finest fish- 
ing spots in the Tri-state area, had been the sub- 
ject of five national magazine articles and was 
attracting fishermen and their families from both 
local and distant points to such an extent that it 
was considered as the best tourist attraction in 
the Kinzua Dam complex. 


I considered unrestricted access to this unique 


fishing area as absolutely essential to the overall 
promotion of the tourist-based economy we are 
trying to hard to establish in Warren County. 
So I wrote a letter to R.E. Griffith, director of 
the Fish and Wildlife Service in the Boston office 
pointing out the problem that had developed be- 
cause the gate had been locked. 


Shortly after this letter reached Boston, Don 


Reese of that office called me. 
He explained 


that the reason the gate was locked was that the 
new roadway recently constructed hadn't as yet 
been accepted by his agency and the contrac- 
tor had locked the gate to protect the installa- 
tion. He said, however, that inspection of the 
road would be expedited and then the lock would 
come off. 
Truthfully, I didn't expect this to happen too 


soon. So when Joe Boccardy, assistant district 
supervisor, came to Warren last Tuesday and 
gave me a call at home, I asked if we could get 
together for an hour or so. Joe agreed and we 
met. 


I explained the situation to Joe and he prom- 


ised to take the matter up the minute he got 
back to Boston. 


On Wednesday, though, things began to happen. 


Jack Ewers, manager at the Kinzua Dam, 
railed to tell me that the inspection had been 
completed and the road accepted by the Fish 
and Wildlife Service. But, Jack said, he wanted 
me to come up and look things over before he 
opened the gate. 


So I went up yesterday It didn't take much 


looking around to determine why he wanted me 
to be aware of the fact that just opening the gate 
wasn't the main problem. 


Heavy rains of the past week and thawing weath- 


er has started the newly-cut bank above the road 
to slide and I am certain that these slides con- 
stitute a dangerous situation. Tons of mixed 
rock and mud could sweep across the road at 
any time. 
And to make matters worse, the 


parking lot is close to ankle deep in sandy 
muck, the kind of goop that could keep a car 
mired-in for a week. 


Right then and there I was willing to withdraw 


the request that the gate be opened. But when 
I got back to the pylon building at the dam, the 
Pittsburgh office of the Corps was already on 
the radio sayingthat a call from Boston requested 
the gate be unlocked. 
Evidently Boccardy 


had reached the home office. 


So the lock was to come off this morning - 


and is my face red? I've got to admit that this 
is one time I stuck my neck out and got it 
chopped good and proper. 
But things won't 


turn out so bad if the fishermen don't chance 
using the road and parking lot until a good 
freeze makes conditions a lot safer than they 
are right now. 


And remember that when the thaw starts to 


hit next spring things are going to be as bad or 
worse than they are now. At least until the con- 
dition caused by the slides is corrected.

note the fact that a tax credit 
which reduces budget receipts 
is as likely to force a general 
tax increase as appropriations 
for direct expenditures." 


Tax credits are also wasteful, 


Mills said, because "most of 
the benefit of these credits goes 
to business firms or individuals 
who would have undertaken the 
desired expenditures even if no 
credit were available. 
For 


these taxpayers, the credit pro. 
vides a windfall." 


Mills cited the proposal, which 


has widespread support in Con. 
gress, to permit parents a 
credit against their taxes of 
part of college tuitions. 


In only a "relatively few 


cases," he said, would such a 
credit make the difference be. 
tweer a parent" s being able to 
finance his child's education and 
his not being able to do so.This 
"waste" factor is what makes 
tax credits "in every case" 
more costly in lost tax receipts 
to the government than direct 
expenditure programs, he said. 


Mills also complained that the 


amount the government loses 
through tax credits is rarely 
known with any precision and

HARRISBURG (AP) — Some 


5,000 cigar employes, on a paid 
holiday of sorts, staged a mas. 
slve two-hour demonstration at 
the state Capitol Thursday to 
protest a. proposed 35 per cent 
tobacco tax, now pending before 
the House of Representatives. 


"Your voices have been heard 


loud and clear," Robert Keating 
a Scranton cigar executive and 
organizer of the movement, do- 
clared as the demonstrators 
crowded 
shoulder, to-shoulder 


Into the Capitol rotunda. 


The cigar workers, 75 per cent 


of them women, were brought 
toHarrisburgto protest an $8.5 
million increase In the existing 
5 per cent excise tax on tobacco 
products other than cigarettes. 


"We want Shafer, We want 


Shafer," the placard.bearing 
protesters chanted as they were 
assured by their area 
law. 


makers that legislative opposi. 
tion to the bill was stiffening. 


Gov. Shafer met with three of

.•women. An aide said Shafer as.

tions. 


Veteran Capitol guides said 


the assembly was the second 
largest in their memory, super, 
seded only by a protest of bitu- 
minous miners against a strip 
mine bill four years ago. 


Keating said 100 buses brought 


the workers here primarily from 
Philadelphia and Luzerne Coun- 
ties, although Lackawanna and 
Cleartield also were represented. 


"We shutdown the factories," 


he said. 


The workers, representing 


roughly half of the industry's 
10,000 employes in Pennsylvan- 
ia, were paid their normal wages 
for the day, Keating added.

Cycle Now Set 


For Motor Vehicles 
HARRISBURG (AP) - 
Gov. 


Shafer signed into law Thursday 
a bill setting up a quarterly in. 
spection cycle for motor vehicles 
designed to avoid last-rninute 
Inspection rushes. 


The measure will take effect 


Feb. 1, 1969. A car still will 
require inspection only twice a 
year as under the present law. 


But the current law has only 


two inspection periods; the new 
law sets up four. 


Under this legislation, motor 


vehicles would be required to be 
inspected either during the first 
and third quarter or during the 
second and fourth quarter of the 
year. This spreads out the in. 
spections. 


The State Revenue Depart, 


ment will notify each motorist 
as to which of the two quarters 
his car is to be inspected. 


Excluded from this inspection 


period change are trailers and 
semi-trailers having a chassis 
and body weight of less than 
1,000 pounds.

MADRID—The Spanish gov- 


ernment has agreed to a five, 
month extension of the dead. 
line for the controversial regis» 
tratlon of nonJCatholic groups 
under the new religious free- 
dom law. 


The extension is designed to 


provide additional time for the 
Spanish government and the 
Protestant and Jewish groups 
to find a generally acceptable 
registration formula. 


Under the law, which grant- 


ed nonJCatholics the legal right 
to worship freely and publicly 
In Spain for the first time in 
475 years the Protestant, Jew- 
ish and other religious minor. 
Ity groups had been ordered to 
register with the government 
as "confessional associations" 
by Dec, 31 In order to enjoy 
the new liberty. The law was 
approved last June by the 
Cortes (Parliament).

ties, institutions and schools. 


The governor said, the total 


eligible costs for this year, on 
which payments are based, was 
$376,758,912.53. This repre- 
sents the cost of sewage facilU 
ties already constructed and on 
which payments are being made. 


The governor noted, also, 


that Pennsylvania is one of the 
few states to have a grant pro- 
gram of this type.

shape our buildings, but thereafter they shape us." This is 
especially true of school buildings. Desired improvements 
in educational programs are frequently modified, restricted, 
or prohibited by the physical structure. 
School buildings are almost as old as civilization. A cave 


probably served as the first one.room schodhouse where flither 
taught son the techmques of survival and food procurement and 
mother instructed daughter in 
the homemaking practice of the 
day. The curriculum in those 
days was "basic education", 
and the 
schoolhouse - cave 
. 


served its purpose very well. 
; 
Over the years, the school- 
house was modernised to serve 
its expanding curriculum. 


Dramatic changes in our so- 


ciety have rendered obsolete 
these older schoolhouses. Yet, 
recent trends in schoolnouse 
design are attempting to retain 
and 
recapture 
some of the 


unique advantages of those ar- 
chaic school of years gone by. 
Close and personal contact be- 
tween teacher and child, indi- 
vidualized instruction, and in- 
dependent study are, for ex- 
ample, concepts being adapted 
to today's larger and more 
comprehensive schools. 


School building construction is 
today a multi-million dollar 
business in the United States. 
By comparison, it is also big 
business in the Warren County 
School District. The value of 
existing school plants is rough- 
ly estimated to be four times 
the assets of our nation's larg- 
est corporation. 
Nearly one- 


tourth of the people of the United 
States spend 
their working 


days in school buildings. 
In 


Warren County 25.9 per cent 
of the people are either students 
or employees of the school dis- 
trict (according to population of 
45,750). 
The rural one-room school 


was the typical school building 
during the early years of the 
nineteenth century. Frequent- 
ly, it served the varied pur- 
pose as the teacher's home, 
schoolhouse, and community 
center. Usually these buildings 
were dark, dirty, unhealthy, and 
poorly suited to the purposes of 
education. Pupils of all ages 
were crowded together on fix- 
ed benches and were instructed 
by teachers of varying levels 
of preparation. However, many 
citizens of today have fond me- 
mories of these early schools. 
The depression years of the 
1930's brought about a new era 
in school construction. During 
these years it was nearly im- 
possible for school districts to 
financially provide needed fa- 
cilities or to retire obsolete 
school buildings.

buildings constructed during 
this period of time, to be com- 
patible with the times, were 
stripped of all ornamentation 
and became "boxes" with win- 
dows. The federal government 
supported the construction of 
most school buildings during 
this time in the form of feder- 
al work projects as provided 
by the Rr-osevelt Administra- 
tion. As history so well points 
out, the economic depression 
of the 1330's became history 
with the outbreak of World War 
U on September 1, 1939. Dur- 
ing the next decade it was vir- 
tually 
impossible to secure 


building materials and skilled 
labor to construct school build, 
ings; first as a direct result of 
the war and after 1945 in- 
directly as a result of the great 
desire for personal items that 
were not produced during the 
war years, i.e., cars, appli- 
ances, homes. 
School building construction 
In the late 1940's and early 
1950*5 were usually massive 
structures 
with "egg-crate" 


classrooms along both sides of 
a central corridor. These build- 
ings have a severe, institutional 
look and a rugged, enduring 
quality. Roof lines were gen- 
erally flat, building lines were 
straight and window area abund- 
ant. 
Various design attempts 
were made to control the result- 
ing glare and heat again, with a 
limited degree of success. Ef- 
fective use of electronics and 
audio-visual teaching aid was 
difficult. Soon school districts 
were constructing large school 
buildings to house the increas- 
ing enrollment located in high- 
density population centers and 
in reorganized school districts. 


The current decade has wit- 


nessed a dramatic change in 
school building design. These 
educational and architectural 
changes 
have paralleled the 


rapid changes taking place in 
our society. Educators, archi- 
tects and lay citizens have team- 
ed together in the re-shaping 
of the American school build- 
ing. 


Recent school buildings re- 


fleet an increased concern with 
the 
environmental effects of 


the physical space of teaching 
and learning. School buildings 
are being scaled to the ages, 
interests, and behavorial traits 
of children. 
Classroom in- 


teriors are finished in stimu- 
lating colors and utilize natural 
wood, exposed brick and other 
attractive materials. 


Sound control, quality light- 


ing, and controlled thermal en- 
vironment are receiving in- 
creasing attention. Carpeting 
for floors is not uncommon. 
The inherent worth, dignity, 
and individuality of each stu- 
dent is being considered for the 
first time in the history of 
public education. Differentia- 
tion of spaces for students of 
varioils age groups, different 
abilities, and interest are pro- 
vided. 
The rigidity and stiff- 


ness so familiar in older class- 
rooms has given away to In- 
formal spaces. In short, the 
individuals 
responsible 
for 


attempting to design a physical 
environment that will not only 
contribute to existing theories 
of learning, -but also encourage 
educational changes as required 
by society. 


Continuing pressure has been 


exerted on School Boards, edu- 
cators and architects to stretch 
the school building dollar. The 
elimination of corridors and 
basement spaces have been one 
result of this economy drive. 
Modular construction, repe- 
titive framing, and the use of 
new 
construction techniques 


and materials have resulted 
in considerable cost reductions.

A 
study conducted by the 


American Association of School 
Administrators revealed that 
during a twenty year period 
(1937-5*), general construct- 
ion costs increased 275 per 
cent while school building in- 
creased 150 par cent. Economy 


is, as it should be, defined as 
achieving the greatest educa- 
tional return for each tax dol- 
lar invested. It should not be, 
but often is, 
confused with 


cheapness, 
high maintenance 


cost, or omission of needed edu- 
cational spaces and equipment. 
During the past decade school 
building designers have made 
excellent 
progress towards 


achieving true economy. 


Perhaps the biggest problem 


that confronts a school district 
regarding the construction of 
school buildings is effective 
long range planning. 
At the 


present time, all school dis- 
tricts in the state of Pennsyl- 
vania are preparing a project- 
ed "ten-year plan" as request- 
ed by the Department of Public 
Instruction. 
The specific de- 


tails of this plan and its impli- 
cation to the Warren County 
School District will be discuss- 
ed in detail in a future article. 


A type of a study to deter- 


mine future school facilities in. 
vdves at least a number of ques- 
tions that must be answered 
before planning can actually 
begin. These might be classi- 
fied as: (1) What kinds of edu- 
cational programs and facilities 
do we have now? (20 What kinds 
of educational programs and 
facilities do we desire? (3) What 
physical facilities are required 
to achieve the educational goals 
sought? (4) Where should new 
facilities be located? (5) How 
much will the proposed school 
plant program cost? (6) How 
can the proposed school pro- 
gram be financed? 


The planning and locating of 


educational facilities should be 
carefully 
coordinated 
with 


other public and private plan- 
ning agencies. Schools, parks, 
libraries, churches, and social 
service 
agencies 
serve the 


same population with over, 
lapping functions. For example, 
it is poor planning to locate a 
new school site without care- 
ful attention to the future lo- 
cation of parks, highways, ur- 
ban renewal projects, or indus- 
trial expansion. These are but 
a few of the examples of the in- 
creasing need for coordinating 
school • community planning. 
Also, school districts must con- 
sider and understand the com- 
plex educational Implications 
resulting from the rapid socio- 
economic-political changes tak- 
ing place within the school dis- 
trict. 


Census data for short-time 


planning can be determined with 
a great deal of accuracy. How- 
ever, when school buildings are 
planned the minimum expect- 
ancy of the building should be for 
a period of fifty years. Many 
variable factors must be con- 
sidered that cannot be accurate- 
ly determined fifty years in ad- 
vance. Zoning and land use Is 
a valuable instrument in school 
building planning. In addition 
to having a considerable effect 
on areas of future population 
growth, zoning and land use 
regulations has a direct effect 
on the health, safety, comfort, 
and convenience of all the peo- 
pie in an area because it Im- 
pinges upon traffic and park- 
ing, civic congestion, slum pre- 
vention, sewers, water supply, 
fire prevention, community ap- 
pearance and property values^ 


Any long-range building pro. 


gram must take into careful 
consideration traffic routes, ac- 
tual and potential, within a dis- 
trict. Present and future traf- 
fic conditions as they relate to 
the safe movement of children 
from their homes to school and 
back requires special attention. 


Determining 
local 
school 


building needs should not be 
confused with the continuous 
and crucially Important process 
of curriculum study and revis- 
ion. School programs are too 
often adversely affected by the 
physical facilities. Educators 
endorse the idea that school 
buildings must be designed la 
such a manner that the facili- 
ties enhance th» educational 


programs needed to serve the 
children of the district. Thus, 
good school buildings reflect 
current school programs and 
are flexible enough to be chang- 
ed easily to meet future educa- 
tional needs. 
Also, a well- 


planned school building will not 
only meet the needs of the 
youth of the district, commu- 
nity use of the school by adult 
groups must be included in 
building evaluation. 


The financing of school build- 


Ing construction is a difficult 
task frcing all school districts. 
Finance is the universal tool of 
social and Institutional control. 
Money, or lack of it, will con- 
trol the way an organisation is 
operated and managed. Schools 
and school buildings are no ex- 
ceptions. 
In education nearly 


everything In the way of goods 
and services must be bought 
and paid for. It is an easy de- 
cision to continue the use of 
obsolete educational facilities 
by not providing needed finan- 
cial resources; more difficult 
is 
the 
creation of major 


improvements in school build- 
ings by acquiring additional 
revenue. From hiring the first 
teacher and purchasing the first 
textbook to school building con- 
struction, finance is a critical 
detriment. 


Methods to finance school 


buildings vary from state to 
state, although in many respects 
they are quite similar. Few, if 
any, school districts in Penn- 
sylvania are wealthy enough to 
pay cash for the construction of 
school buildings. Generallyone 
of four methods is used: (1) pay- 
as-you-go (current revenues) (2) 
savings, through the use of a 
capital reserve fund (3) borrow. 
ing money, or (4) a combina- 
tion of the three methods listed. 


It must be remembered that,

Pennsylvania does pay for about 
forty per cent of new school 
building construction. 
There 


are many factors that determine 
this percentage that will be dis- 
cussed in a future article deal, 
ing specifically with the Warren 
County School District. 


Because of limited state sup- 


port and constructional and 
statutory limitations on the lo- 
cal tax rate, most school dis- 
need all of their current tax re- 
ceipts to meet operational ex- 
penses, thus, the-pay-as-you-go 
method is used only in rich 
school districts. 


The savings (capital reserve 


fund) method of finance Is fre- 
quently the building and site 
sinking fund. It actually is ava- 
riation of thepay-as-you-go plan 
of financing. Under this plan 
the receipts from, a special tax 
or diversions 
from existing 


monies are set aside in a sink, 
ing fund until sufficient monies 
have been accumulated to pay 
for the proposed construction. 
This 
fund is frequently es- 


tablished by the school district 
for a specific school building 
project or site acquisition and 
for a definite amount to be ac- 
cumulated over a certain num- 
ber of years. Prior to expend- 
ing the accumulated funds the 
money is usually invested and 
interest accumulated. The ad- 
vantages of this type financing 
are very obvious, however, for 
most school districts this plan 
cannot be adopted due to imme- 
diate financial requirements. 


The large majority of school 


districts 
have utilized the 


borrowing technique to finance 
school building construction. &s 
indicated, not because of pref- 
erence but as a result of neces- 
sity. 
In Pennsylvania, there 


are two types of Authorities 
that are most often used for 
school building financing. These 
are: 
The State Public School 


Building Authority, and the Mu- 
nicipality (Local) School Build- 
ing Authorities. School Boards 
are empowered to select the 
authority method which they be- 
lieve best meets the needs of 
their district. In either case, 
an "Authority" Is a corporate 
creation for the purpose of fi- 
nancing and constructing need- 
ed school buildings. The "Au- 
thority" then leases the build- 
ing (s) to the local school dis- 
trict. 
Actually, the building 


authority plan represents away 
of avoiding antiquated constitu- 
tional and statutory debt limi- 
tations imposed upon school dis- 
tricts. 
Most existing school build- 


ings do not lend themselves 
to emerging educational pro- 
grams. 
In fact, it is expens- 


ive, difficult, and often impos- 
sible to connect an overage 
building to such educational con- 
cepts as large group instruct- 
ion, small group instruction, 
and instructional materials cen- 
ters. 
Today and tomorrow repre- 


sent exciting periods in the his- 
tory of planning school build- 
ings. The Conant report with 
its emphasis on a common core 
of general education for all, 
along with special; »d oppor- 
tunities, certainly calls for a 
new concept in school build- 
Ing construction. 
The Trump 


Report's emphasized varying 
class sizes to meet the dif- 
ferent teaching-learning situ- 
ations; new learning techniques 
and media demand flexibility 
in school facilities. Curricu- 
lum designers will have infiu- 
encial voices in the school of 
tomorrow.

West opened the eight of 


spades, the three was played 
from dummy and East won 
the trick with the king. There 
appeared to be no further 
pickings for the defense in 
spades, so East—in an at- 
tempt to make a play for his 
partner—shifted to the seven 
of diamonds. 


South put in the ten and 


West was in with the king. It 
was apparent from the spots 
played that East had led the 
top of nothing so, in an 
attempt to continue the as- 
sault on declarer's diamond 
holding and still maintain 
communications w i t h his 
partner, West returned the 
eight of diamonds. 


South won the trick with 


the jack and led the jack of 
hearts. East played the ace 
and led his last diamond thru 
declarer's queen-seven. West 
retained the ace-nine behind 
South and he scored two 
more tricks for the defense, 
to register a well earned 
upset on the deal 


Altho the oppostion had 


functioned with flawless tim- 
ing against him, South had 
only himself to blame for 
losing the hand. Taking the 
spade finesse at trick one 
was a purely mechanical 
gesture on his part which 
served only to set up the 
defense. 


Observe that 
when the 


dummy is ^spread, declarer 
has 
five top- tricks, 
four 


clubs, and one spade. As soon 
as the ace of hearts is 
dislodged, he will have tour 
more to bring the total to 
nine. He should, therefore, 
waste no time in trying for 
overtricks, inasmuch as the 
spade finesse is not essential 
to his success.

Postnasal drip is caused by mucus dripping into the 


throat from the back of the nose. In many Instances 
the discharge seems worse than it actually is. The throat 
Is sensitive and a drop or two of mucus can feel as large 
as a golf ball. Discomfort is more marked when the 
throat is dry and the secretion is sticky and thick. 


An ex.smoker was cured of bronchitis and postnasal 


drip when he gave up tobacco. His postnasal drip return- 
ed when he moved Into the center of a large city. Be- 
cause he walked to work, he breathed exhaust from hun. 
dreds of buses, cars, and trucks. In addition the city 
was known for its heavy air pollution. 
Irritants in the air, smoking, chemical or physical 


damage to the membranes, allergic reactions and de. 
formities of the airways are common causes. Those 
with sinus trouble have more serious symptoms and 
seldom complain of postnasal discharge. 


Mucus is manufactured by glands in the nose. » keeps 


the membranes clean by flushing out particles of dirt 
and debris. Finger-like projections (cilia) line the mem. 
branes forcing the secretions toward the back of the nose 
and into the throat. In this respect, a certain amount of 
mucus is normal. 


Abnormal secretions occur when the membranes are 
irritated or are altered by the unnatural stress and strain 
of our modern environment. The nose can take cold or 
warm air, but sudden changes tax its ability to function 
SSerly. Air conditioning in summer and overheated 
SSrteK in winter are examples. Excessive drinking 
also affects the nose. 
Alcohol induces congestion of 
the membranes. The urbanite who smoVes, drinks and in- 
hales noxious atmospheric elements can expect trouble.

CHRISTMAS BONUS 
When you are wrapping presents for Christmas giving and 


when you rip the gay paper and ribbons from the ones you 
receive, say a little "thank-you" to borough council. 


Just in time for the holiday season, our city fathers have 


announced the 1968 budget which carries no Increase in taxes. 
Now there's a bonus that will last you for an entire year. 


Last year's budget was about $3,000 higher than the new one 


because about half of the street improvement project remained 
to be paid. With that obligation discharged and no major ex- 
pendltures planned a lower budget is possible. 


But that is only part of the story. The one-half per cent earned 


Income tax levied by the borough on TMloute residents resulted 
In receipts of about $6500 in 1967, and is expected to do as well 
or better In the coming year. Roughly this Is equivalent to be- 
tween seven and eight mills. 


Without the earned Income tax, the mllUge levy could be as 


high as 18 mills, with property owners picking up the tab. As 
it is, those best able to pay, wage earners and those with tax. 
able income, contribute to a more equitable system. 


This makes the borough government look good while the 


school district is being reviled for its high tax take. However, 
the shoe would be on the other footsie had the school district 
been given the full one-percent Instead of having to share It with 
municipal governments. 


Both municipal government and the school system carry price 


taes based on services provided for the public. And the taxpayer 
pays the bill, with his per capita, occupational, real estate and 
earned Income taxes. 
The cost of education and government is not determined oy 


what kind of taxes are used to derive revenue. The figure re- 
mains the same whether you pay your share by means of atax 
on your income, or on your property, or a combination of both. 


The earned Income tax permits a lower mlllage on property. 


The only difference to the taxpayer is where it's reflected. For 
instance, ii the Tidioute borough government could have the full 
one-per cent of earned income tax the millage accordingly might 
be decreased to as low as 4 mills. But taking the one-half per 
cent from the school district would result In higher millage for 
that taxing body. 


You can't lose for winning. 


And this season of the year reminds us that taxes have been 


around for a long time. Mary and Joseph happened to be in 
Bethlehem when the Child was born because the government 
required them to register In the city of their family for census 
and taxing purposes. 
Council Sets Budget; 
No Increase in Taxes 


Tidioute borough council, act- 


Ing in accordance with the re- 
vised borough code, adopted the 
budget for next year and set the 
tax millage at Monday night's 
meeting. 


Estimated receipts and ex. 


penditures for next year total 
$29,553,93, as compared with 
the 1967 budget of $32,835.65. 
Consequently, the millage will 
remain the same, 11 mills, al- 
located as follows: 6 mills for 
general purposes; 4 mills for 
lighting, and one mill for li- 
brary. 


The per capita tax, to be con- 


tinued, is expected to bring in 
about $2700, and the earned in.

Gold Buying 


Breaks Records 


LONDON (AP) — Gold buy. 


ing in London was reported to 
have broken all records Thurs. 
day amid confusion and uncer- 
tainty about new international 
moves to curb speculation in the 
metal. 


One dealer said 120 tons of 


gold changed hands on the Lon- 
don bullion market. There wai 
no confirmation of this, but if 
correct it would surpass the 
turnover records set last month 
after 
Britain 
devalued the 


pound and the American dollar 
came under pressure through 
demand on gold. 


There was no evidence of dl- 


rect pressure on the dollar 
Thursday from sellers. The 
price in foreign exchange mar. 
kets held steady. But the British 
pound, a pillar of the interna- 
tional monetary system with the 
dollar, hit a postdevaluation low 
of S2.40265, or about one-quarter 
of a cent above parity. 


In Paris, the market for gold 


ingots ran dry for the first time 
in years, though prices contin- 
ued unchanged. Dealers said 
they could supply gold bars of 
one'kilogram, 2.2 pounds, only 
after a two-week wait.

Dr. Alfonso Ortiz, a San Juan

Indian Affairs for more than 
28,000 children. The schools 
were "very bad things," he 
said,

they deprived 


adolescent and teenage Indians 
Of the "psychic and emotional 
support" of the families in a 
crucial period of transition.

Warren Borough Fire Chief 


Erin Fitzgerald has ottered sev- 
eral pertinent suggestions to 
keep Christmas happy in local 
homes and other places where 
people gather. 


According to the chief, there 


are 
two things to remember 


about your Christmas treat One, 
It is very combustible being 
filled with pitch and resin and 
ignites easily and burns furious, 
ly; Two, care and caution are 
necessary to keep the Christ* 
mas tree safe. 


Fitzgerald noted it is vir- 


tually impossible for a non> 
skilled person to flameproof a 
Christmas tree successfully 
with chemicals or paints. The 
best bet is to follow some com. 
mon sense rules ~ rules which 
have been developed by en- 
gineers of the National Board 
of Fire Underwriters:

Set up the tree in the coolest 


part of the house, away from 
radiators, 
heaters or fire* 


places. Stand it in water,which 
retards the drying out process; 
do not use cotton or paper for 
decorating the tree unless they 
are flameproof; do not place 


electric trains around the tree. 


Never use candles but electric 


light sets only. Inspect every 
socket and wire to make sure the 
set is in good condition. Discard 
sets with frayed wiring. When 
buying new sets, loot for the 
Underwriters' 
Laboratories 


Inc. label or marker. 


Provide a switch some dis. 


tance from the tree for turn. 


lights on and off; use flame, 
proof or fireproof decorations 
of glass or metal to decorate 
your tree; remore girt wrap* 
pings promptly after gifts have 
been opened. 


Don't leave lights burning 


when no one is in the house. 
From time to time, inspect the 
tree 
and see whether any 


needles near the lights have 


started to turn brown. If so 
change the position of the lights. 
When needles start falling, take 
the tree down and discard it 
outdoors. 


Attention should also be given 


to keep danger awa> from par. 
ties at home, school or church, 
the fire chief reminded. Don't 
locate the tree near any stair. 
way or elevator shaft. The tree 


should 
be inspected 
every 


day by someone in authority. 
Don't allow smoking near the 
tree and be sure all decora* 
tions in the room have been 
fireproofed. 


Avoid using net or gauze-like 


fabrics for dresses, costumes 
or children's clothing. It loose* 
ly woven costumes have to be 
worn, they should be flame* 
proofed with the following soh> 
tion: mix nine ounces of borax 
with four ounces of boric acid 
in a gallon of water. Dip fabric 


Into solution, wring by hand and 
hang to dry. This must be re» 
peated after each laundering. 


In case of fire at home, get 


everyone out of the house at 
once and call the fire depart- 
ment 
Immediately. Be sure 


everyone in the family knows 
how to call the fire department. 


At public gatherings, walk not 


run to the nearest exit. Call the 
fire department immediately 
upon discovery of the fire and 
keep calm.
